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A Sunday in Guaymas 


Delightfully Informative Letter from C. E. Utt. 


Guaymas, Sonora, Nov. 17, 1918. 
Dear “Register” Fam ily: 
When I left Tustin on 
the 
four­ 
teenth. I did not feel like acceding to 
sundry requests tlfat I again w rite 
of Mexico,—I felt as though I never 
wanted to w rite another 
line,—ju st 
wanted to be like the stone th e boy 
tings of, just “sit and sit and 
sit.” 
But two days of freedom from the 
burdens of the m odern business man, 
complete cessation of m ental drudg­ 
ery,—no telephones, no centrals, no 
automobiles and motorcycles to listen 
to 
and 
dodge, 
no 
anything, 
but 
sitting 
in 
a 
com fortable 
rail­ 
way 
coach 
a n d 
listening 
to the monotonous 
rum ble 
of 
the 
trucks as they roll on the rails, have 
so far revived me that Saturday even­ 
in g as the train made the last lap of 
its run into Guaymas ' w here we are 
to stay over Sunday (there being no 
train south till then), I found m yself 
constructing canals, organizing steam ­ 
ship lines, planting vineyards, and a 
thousand and one other high activi­ 
ties known as day dream ing, and I 
knew then that you would have to 
"take yours.” 
So. then, all who are 
s ^ disposed, clam ber aboard the rub­ 
berneck wagon, and I will do 
the 
“barker" act. 
It being Sunday, I had intended to 
take you all to m ass a t the cathedral, 
a massive structure ju st across the 
street to the east of the park, but on 
inquiry of a “Gringo” in the lobby of 
the hotel as to the hours a t which 
mass would be celebrated, you may 
imagine my astonishm ent w hen 
he 
said that there would be no m ass in 
Guaymas, and had been 
none 
for 
years, for the sufficient reason that 
there was no priest, and further that 
none was allowed anywhere in 
the 
great state of Sonora, a state 
four 
hundred miles long by three hundred 
broad. 
Think of that, ye lovers of 
liberty! 
Also you who think democ­ 
racy will function 
anyw here, 
any 
time, and among any people, pause in 
your idolatry and ponder awhile. 
Well, to get back to our proposed 
trip. 
I expect the most of you. be­ 
ing bigotted protestants, are perfect­ 
ly content to do w ithout m ass, and 
some of you who would rath e r go 
fishing on the bay, but you are per­ 
fectly helpless, you go where I say, 
or stay at home, sabe?

class Mexican, and see if we can 
gather information. 
Easily enough, 
after passing the time of day and a 
few polite conventionalities, we ven­ 
ture the direct question—“The Cathe­ 
dral doors, why are they closed?” 
“Because, sir, 
there 
is no priest I 
here, nor in all the state of Sonora is j 
one allowed. 
They were driven out 
three years ago, and there are thous-, 
ands of children from three years old 
and under 
who 
have 
not 
received 
baptism. 
Ah, Senor, it is a very bad 
thing for people to have no religion. 
Any religion, catholic or protestant, 
or even Mohammedan is better than 
none. 
Religion 
sustains 
morality. 
The present governor is very radical, 
and will not allow the priests to re­ 
turn, although the devout women of 
the 
city 
petitioned 
him. 
All 
the 
churches are state property and those 
who wish are allowed to enter for de­ 
votion. They go in at the side door.” 
And much more about this and oth­ 
er subjects which we have not time 
to here consider. Let us enter at tim 
side door, and passing to the front 
the farthest from the altor, be seated 
directly under the organ loft. The ca­ 
thedral is an imposing affair, built of 
brick in the 
conventional 
style 
of 
Mexican churches in towns 
of 
con­ 
siderable size and wealth, and would 
probably cost one hundred thousand 
dollars to duplicate. 
It is very much 
in need of repairs. 
Both outside and 
inside the plaster is falling from the 
walls exposing the brick; and a quant­ 
ity of lumber and five gallon oil cans, 
evidently all having been used in ce­ 
ment repair work, is piled inside the 
church, much disfiguring its appear­ 
ance. 
The floor is of cem ent badly 
worn; the roof is supported on two 
rows of pillars.

and with proper repairs w'ould remain 
a fine building for a long time, for it 
is massively and well built.

hyms and repeating prayers by the 
forty or fifty devout women, who be­ 
sides ourselves are here assem bled; 
remember this is the only

of 
public warship in a town of five thou­ 
sand people. 
In the center aisle in 
the midst of the worshippers, on a 
table, is a crucifix with a skull at its 
base. On the walls are the customary
